Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

This  Annual  Report  is  presented  to  you  and  distributed  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67,  and  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959* 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  included  herein  was 
prepared  by  his  Deputy  on  account  of  Mr.  Meynell’s  illness,  from  which  he 
has  since  died. 

Walter  Henry  Meynell  held  office  as  Sanitary  Inspector  and  subsequently 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  this  District  for  a  period  of  27  years, 
during  which  he  gave  loyal  and  devoted  service.  His  sense  of  humour,  ready 
wit,  and  wide  interests  made  him  many  friends  in  all  walks  of  life.  He 
was  always  outspoken  and  for  this  he  was  widely  respected.  In  recent  years 
his  health  declined  and  at  the  same  time  his  responsibilities  increased  and 
he  was  subjected  to  much  anxiety  and  strain  in  connection  with  his  work.  His 
untimely  death  on  13th  June,  1967?  the  age  of  6l,  was  a  sad  loss  to  the 
Community, 

The  health  of  the  District  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  birth 
rate  was  unchanged,  and  the  death  rate  fell  from  12.3  in  the  previous  year 
to  9.7  per  thousand  of  the  population  due  mainly  to  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  strokes,  coronary  disease  and  angina.  Very  few  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  were  reported. 

The  Explosives  Research  &  Development  Establishment  of  the  Ministry 
of  Technology  in  Waltham  Abbey  is  authorised  to  discharge  radio-active 
substances  into  the  main  drainage  system  up  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two 
millicuries  of  activity  per  week.  The  director  of  the  establishment  reports:-

’Wo  radio-active  waste  was  in  fact  discharged  into  the  main 
drainage  during  the  year.  Some  paper  tissues  and  glassware 
used  for  silver  and  osmium  have  been  burnt  in  the  80  ft. 
shaft.  The  amount  of  activity  was  not  measurable  on  our 
instruments  and  was  therefore  very  much  less  than  two 
millicuries  ”. 


The  final  stage  of  the  Council’s  programme  for  slum  clearance  in 
the  town  was  the  subject  of  a  public  inquiry,  following  which  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  rejected  the  Council's  application 
for  a  clearance  order.  The  Council  on  the  advice  of  its  officers 
considered  that  62  of  the  78  houses  involved  were  unsuitable  for  further 
habitation,  but  the  Minister’s  Inspector  at  the  subsequent  inquiry  was 
of  the  opinion  that  only  13  of  them  were  unfit  to  this  extent. 

The  Council  had  based  its  financial  and  rehousing  estimates  on 
the  assumption  that  this  clearance  order,  in  common  with  the  previous  orders 
under  which  all  the  other  284  houses  in  the  area  of  the  programme  had 
already  been  demolished,  would  be  likewise  confirmed.  It  must  be 
remembered,  however,  that  this  final  and  least  urgent  phase  necessarily 
included  a  higher  proportion  of  borderline  cases.  The  definitions  of 
unfitness  in  the  Housing  Acts  are  by  no  means  clear-cut,  and  individual 
assessments  of  such  factors  as  poor  natural  lighting,  lack  of  space, 
absence  of  modern  amenities,  cost  of  repairs,  and  the  health  and  attitude 
of  the  occupants,  are  bound  to  differ  according  to  the  experience  and 
outlook  of  the  observer.  It  is  also  relevant  that  in  this  instance  almost 
a  year  elapsed  between  the  Council's  deliberations  and  the  inquiry,  during 
which  improvements  to  some  of  the  houses  and  profound  changes  in  the 
national  economy  had  materially  altered  the  background  in  which  the 
assessments  were  made.  It  is  entirely  right,  in  my  view,  that  there 
should  be  room  for  the  full  expression  of  differences  of  opinion  in  this 
context,  so  that  property  owners  can  be  safeguarded  against  any  possibility 
of  hardship  or  injustice,  and  obtain  the  benefit  of  any  doubt  which  may 
exist  as  to  the  suitability  or  otherwise  of  their  property  for  future 
habitation. 


This  is  the  very  purpose  and  justification  of  the  appeal  and  inquiry 
procedure. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  number  of  Inspectors  in  post  continued 
to  fall  short  of  the  requirements  for  100%  inspection  imposed  by  the 
1963  and  subsequent  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  By  reason  of  the  loyalty 
and  industry  of  your  Inspectors,  aided  whenever  possible  by  veterinary 
officers  supplied  by  the  Regional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  &  Food,  it  can  be  reported  that  97 2%  of  the  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  District  were,  nevertheless,  inspected.  This  was  achieved,  however, 
at  the  expense  of  many  other  routine  inspections  and  other  non-urgent 
duties  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and 
the  position  cannot  therefore  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  Council 
has  been  repeatedly  advised  of  the  staffing  needs  and  problems  of  the  department 

ever  since  the  1963  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  were  made,  but  these 
difficulties,  and  the  efforts  of  your  officers  to  meet  them,  are  clearly 
still  not  appreciated  by  the  members. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  again  like  to  record  my  own  appreciation 
to  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued 
loyalty  and  co-operation.

(a)  PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  of  the  Local  Authority  (See  Page  l). 

(b)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

A  Ministry  of  Health  Laboratory  operates  at  St.  Margaret's  Hospital, 
Epping.  Milk,  water  and  ice  cream  samples  are  also  examined  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Chelmsford  &  Essex  Hospital, 

New  London  Road,  Chelmsford,  Essex,  and  also  The  Counties  Public 
Health  Laboratories,  Thresh  House,  Verulam  Street,  Gray's  Inn  Road, 

London,  W.C.l. 

(c)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Transport  of  the  sick  and  injured  and  maternity  cases  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Essex  County  Council. 

In  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  an  ambulance  is  obtained 
by  dialling  999  on  any  Waltham  Cross  telephone.  Where  there  is 
no  dialling  system  it  is  sufficient  to  lift  the  receiver  and  ask  for 
an  ambulance  to  be  sent  to  the  place  required,  or  to  deliver  the 
message  personally  to  the  Fire  Station,  Sewardstone  Road,  Waltham 
Abbey.  Calls  of  a  non-urgent  nature  are  only  accepted  from 
responsible  persons  in  the  service,  e.g.  Doctors,  Nurses,  etc. 

(d)  HOSPITALS. 

The  hospitals  serving  the  area  are  administered  by  the  North-East 
London  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

(e)  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Essex  County  Council  (West  Essex  Area)  is  the  Health  Authority 
for  the  District.  Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  times  at 
"The  Cedars",  Sewardstone  Road,  V/altham  Abbey  -

Advice  and  treatment  are 
provided  at  "The  Cedars"  at  the  appropriate  sessions  as  listed  above. 

(g)  TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICE. 

Chest  Clinic  at  Honey  Lane  Hospital,  Waltham  Abbey,  every  Monday  at 
9  a.m.  and  on  Thursdays  at  2  p.m.  by  appointment  for  new  patients. 

During  the  year  the  Care  Association  for  the  area  covering  the 
Chigwell,  Epping,  Waltham  Abbey  and  Ongar  Districts  continued  to 
function.  The  Association  assists  cases  awaiting  admission  to 
sanatorium  in  various  ways  and  arranges  also  for  admission  of  child 
contacts  to  convalescent  homes.  It  concerns  itself  also  with  the 
after  care  of  patients  by  assistance  in  obtaining  materials  for 
occupational  therapy  and,  whenever  possible,  suitable  employment  for 
those  fit  to  work.  The  Association  is  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions  and  receives  also  a  grant  from  the  County  Council.  The 
Honorary  Secretary  is  Miss  F.  Abbott,  Chest  Clinic,  St.  Margarets 
Hospital,  Epping. 

(h)  DISTRICT  NURSES',  HEALTH  VISITORS' ,  MIDWIVES »  SERVICES  &  HOME  HELPS,  are 
provided  by  the  Essex  County  Council,  and  administered  locally  by

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  sewers  were  test  baited  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  &  Food.  These  tests  were  carried  out  in  April  and  October  with 
negative  results. 

Systematic  inspection  of  the  area  was  made  for  the  presence  of  rats 
and  mice.  The  work  of  disinfestation  was  effected  where  necessary;  a 
free  service  being  given  to  domestic  premises  and  a  charge  being  made  for 
business  premises. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  Fleas,  Wasps,  Ants,  Flies, 
and  Bees.  The  Department  was  able  to  deal  effectively  with  most  of  these.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  continued  its  participation  in  the  Essex  County  Council’s 
Scheme  for  recording  pollution  of  the  atmosphere, 

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

26  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  and  conditions  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  area  is  sewered  in  the  main  to  an  outfall  at  the  Old  Sewerage 
Works  in  Brooker  Road.  From  there  it  is  pumped  under  the  River  Lea  and  thenc< 
by  gravity  to  the  Middlesex  Works  at  Deepharns. 

In  addition  the  Sewardst one bury  area  is  drained  to  a  small  but 
satisfactory  works  in  Sewards tone bury ;  one  from  a  small  area  in  the 
Fox  &  Hounds  district  is  drained  to  Chingford;  and  one  farm  to  the  Epping 
and  Ongar  Rural  District. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL. 

Collection  is  Qade  weekly  from  all  properties  in  the  area  by 
three  modern  S.D.  vehicles. 

CESSPOOLS. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  quarterly  by  Contract. 


ROADS. 


Council  maintained  streets  are  scavenged  and  gullies  emptied  by 
direct  labour. 

SALVAGE. 

Waste  paper  is  collected  and  sold  to  a  paper  pulping  firm.  Rags 
and  metal  are  also  collected  and  sold. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Conveniences  are  provided  for  both  sexes  at  the  "Kings  Oak",  High  Beech, 
(during  the  summer  months),  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Farm  Hill  Road. 

If  the  general  public  would  report  any  damage  which  they  witness, 
legal  action  could  be  taken. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  regard  to  water  supplied  in  the  district  by  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board,  the  following  has  been  received  from  their  Chief  Medical 
Officer  of  Health: - 

"The  supply  was  satisfactory  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity 
throughout  1966.  The  supply  was  derived  from  the  following  works 
and  pumping  stations:- 
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"A  mixture  of  River  Thames  derived  water  with  well  water  from 
Waltham  Abbey  Pumping  Station.  Water  in  the  main  at  the  Wake 
Arms  is  River  Lee  derived  from  Lee  Bridge  repurnped  at  Woodford 
and  again  at  Loughton.  No  new  sources  of  supply  were  instituted. 

No  fluoride  was  added,  some  naturally  occurring  fluoride  is 
present  in  the'  yater. 


The  supply  being  hard  in  character  is  not  liable  to  be  plumbo-solvent. 

All  new  and  repaired  mains  are  disinfected  with  chlorine,  after  a 
predetermined  period  of  contact  the  pipes  are  flushed  out  and 
refilled;  samples  of  water  are  then  collected  from  these 
treated  mains;  and  the  mains  are  returned  to  service  only  after 
results  are  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  quality  control  from  these  laboratories  is  carried  out  by  means 
of  daily  sampling  from  sources  of  supply,  through  the  treatment  works 
or  well  stations,  from  the  distribution  system,  and  through  to  the 
consumer.  Any  sign  of  contamination  or  any  other  abnormality  is 
immediately  investigated. 

The  Board  has  no  record  of  the  number  of  structurally  separate 
dwellings  supplied  in  the  area,  but  the  population  supplied  direct 
according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimates  at  30th  June,  1966, 
was  12,643.  No  houses  were  permanently  supplied  by  standpipe. 

There  were  no  changes  to  the  general  scheme  of  supply  in  the  area, 
There  were  additions  of  608  yards  of  mains  in  the  area”.
